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A precarious coalition 


The dependent and the despicable line behind the US. 


“COALITION” IS A MUCH-BANDIED 
word these days. Pentagon briefings, 
George Bush's speeches, and main 
stream media coverage use the word 
liberally — conjuring visions of a 
large band of allies working in uni- 
son in the Iraqi desert to oust 
Saddam Hussein. 

To reinforce this impression, the 
White House supplemented the orig- 
inal list of 30 nations over the week- 
end. The latest entries, however, 
were comprised mostly of names 
that were previously withheld as too 
embarrassing to disclose as allies — 
but now serve to pad the list in the 
smoke of war while the media are 
looking elsewhere. 

But the announcement was at least 
less cryptic than previous statements 
on the so-called coalition. Donald 
Rumsfeld said last Thursday night 
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wv You can do it in your pyjamas

that the war on Iraq was under way 
with the “substantial support of 
Britain and Australia and others.” 
But he did not clarify that the two 
countries he named are the only ones 
committing combat troops. Nor did 
he elaborate on the identities of the 
mysterious “others.” 

When Secretary of State Colin 
Powell announced last week that 
there were 30 countries in the “coali- 
tion of the willing,” he also referred 
to “15 other nations, for one reason 
or another, who do not wish to be 
publicly named, but will be support- 
ing the coalition.” That’s just what 
you need in time of war — 15 allies 
who are so convinced of your cause 
that they want to hide their faces! 

This weekend we learned who 
some of these mysterious others are: 
Costa Rica, Denmark, Dominican 
Republic, Honduras, Kuwait, 
Marshall Islands, Micronesia, 
Mongolia, Palau, Panama, Portugal, 
Rwanda, Singapore, Solomon 
Islands, Uganda and Bulgania. 

Bulgaria, which stood with the 
US. in the Security Council through 
thick and thin, had protested vocifer- 
ously at being left off the original list. 
Could it have been inadvertently 
overlooked, even though 
Washington paid $1.7 billion to buy 
the pre-Gulf War Iraqi debt to 
Bulgaria? 

Portugal is also an enthusiastic 
supporter —so much so that its sup- 
port was taken for granted. The U.S. 
forgot to tell its prime minister that 
the Azores summit was taking place 
on his territory, and then had to 
invite him along to make up for the 
gaffe. They have now remembered 
to put it on the list. 

As for the other shrinking violets, 
their anonymity probably had less to 
do with any reservations on their 
part than with Washington’s embar- 
rassment at invoking their less than 
considerable military powers for the 
coalition. They are mostly the same 
countries that were weak enough to 
be bullied into signing bilateral 
treaties with the United States to 
exempt it from the International

The adminis- 
tration does not 
have much regard for consistency, 
but it is difficult to question the rights 
of small countries like Angola or 
Guinea to vote on the Security 
Council and then crow about the 
support of Palau, which is a few 
square miles in the middle of 
nowhere that can, at best, lob a few 
coconuts at fraq if asked nicely. 

Rwanda at least has a legitimate 
axe to grind — they hate the French 
like Rush Limbaugh does, but with 
more cause, 

For many others, membership in 
the war coalition is hardly a matter of 
choice. Like Bulgaria, Albania, 
Estonia, Hungary, Latvia, Lithuania, 
Macedonia, Poland, Romania and 
Slovakia, all either want to join 
NATO or have recently done so. But 
they each need American support in 
case Moscow ever gets feisty again 
So do the former Soviet republics like

Turkey itself refused to allow US 
troops or air bases and under pres- 
sure from its military agreed to U.S. 
over-flights. It’s hardly a resounding 
show of support. The Turkish presi- 
dent Ahmet Necdet Sezer recently 
said, “The United Nations Security

As Ouchi was revisiting her own

The more research she did, the 
more fascinated she became with the 
complicated 18th Century child 
prodigy, virtuoso, hyper-prolific 
genius and failed priest! (The title 
makes reference to his nickname 
“the Red Priest,” a moniker owed to 
his botched vocation and his bright 
red locks.) Over his long career, the 
Baroque composer/ performer wrote 
over 900 works including sonatas, 
concerti grossi (including the The 
Four Seasons), and concertos for vio- 
lin and other instruments. 

“He did all of this at a time of no 
royalties, so he wrote to stay alive,” 
says Ouchi, who as a fellow free- 
lance artist totally relates with the 
hard-working Italian musician.

HIP-HOP MUSIC HAS GONE THROUGH 
a troubled adolescence. Maybe it 
isn’t surprising, considering the bro- 
ken home of racial discrimination, 
oppression and poverty it emerged 
from — but in its infancy it embod- 
ied a positive struggle, as well as a 
sense of hope and solidarity. That 
hope faded when it fell in with the 
wrong crowd, gangsters and thugs 
set on leaving their violent, indelible 
print on the movement.

ROLLER 
AFTER AN ALL-NIGHT DRIVE FROM 
San Francisco to Vancouver, Craig 
White, from Manchester's Roller, 
was good enough to call me bright 
and early (well, noon — considered 
early enough by singer and writer 
alike) to answer a few questions. 

Roller’s first album, On Top of This 
World, received critical acclaim when 
it was released in 2001 and the band 
crossed Canada three times in sup- 
port of it. (“Yeh, it’s scary, I’ve seen 
more of Canada than most 
Canadians,” exclaims White.) 
Unusual as it is for an English band 
to play more than just major stops 
like Vancouver and Toronto, let 
alone cross the country three times, 
White has an easy explanation: “Our 
manager is Canadian, so it was a 
market that we thought we could 
naturally explore, and from the first 
visit, when we did the first tours, we 
just got such a good response... so, 
yeh, we were dying to get back. We 
like Canada.” 

Roller is now embarking on their 
fourth coast-to-coast tour of Canada 
to back their newly released album, 
Impossibly Real. The lush, layered 
sounds of the album are compli- 
mented by White's vocals which 
show the influences of his favourite 
singers, from Stevie Winwood, Steve 
Marriott and Rod Stewart to Smokey 








Robinson and Marvin Gaye. 

White contends that this album 
not only exhibits a more varied 
sound from a tighter band, but also 
shows matured songwriting from 
himself and guitarist Dave 
Boardman. “Sometimes you get a 
lyric, sometimes you get a melody, 
sometimes you get a riff... we like 
very much the same kind of music, 
but in different ways. We get differ- 
ent things out of different songs, so 
we kind of go to the table and say 
‘I've got an idea’ [and] say ‘No, 
that’s rubbish’ or “Yeh, that’s great.” 
White laughs. “It’s like a good rela- 
tionship, it takes time to mature and 
[to] appreciate one another.” 

You can hear Roller along with 
fantastic Edmonton band The Floor. 
Even aside from the good music the 
night promises, it would be worth it 
just to swoon over White’s charm- 
ing-with-a-capital-C accent (um, not 
that I prolonged the interview just to 
hear it a little longer or anything...).

HERE’S THE SCENARIO: SOMEWHERE 
ina spooky old house or perhaps 
gothic castle, Stephen King is feed- 
ing blank pages into the King-O- 
Matic Novel Writer 3000™. The 
bespectacled workhorse trudges 
around the blinking, shuddering 
machine, adjusting various dials 
with labels like “Warm Childhood 
Memories of Maine,” “Scary 
Childhood Memories of Maine,” 
“Psychic Powers,” “Bullies,” 
“Drinking Problem,” “Military 
Conspiracy,” “Shape-Shifting 
Monster,” etc, etc. When he tweaks 
the settings just enough: “ka-chunk,” 
out pops his latest novel. Easy! 
King’s one of those polished story- 
tellers able to grab a reader from the 
get-go — often hooking teens look- 
ing to extend their literary thrill quo- 
tient — with detailed characters, 
white-knuckle suspense, and lay- 
ered narratives. But a half dozen, 
maybe a dozen, gripping tales later, 
the Ringmaster’s tricks start looking 


the same and interest wanes. 

Remember how Garfield antholo- 
gies got tiresome after the 14,000th 
lasagna gag? Well, the same effect 
takes hold at about the halfway 
point of Dreamcatc her, Lawrence 
Kasdan’s (The Big Chill Grand 
Canyon) adaptation of King’s recent 
novel 

The first act is enticing, as four 
friends leave for an annual pilgrim- 
age to an isolated cabin in the 
woods, The gang is made up of 
Henry (Thomas Jane), a psychologist 
with (unexplained) suicidal tenden- 
cies; “Beaver,” (Jason Lee), the smart 
alec; Pete (Timothy Olyphant), a 
horny, borderline-alcoholic car sales- 
man; and Jonesy (Damian Lewis), a 
teacher recovering from a near-fatal 
car accident. Besides childhood 
memories, the friends also share 
psychic abilities, which are tied to 
the only missing member of the 
group, a “touched” kid nicknamed 
Duddits. 

It’s full steam ahead for male 
bonding until a lost hunter shows up 
with a strange red mark on his face 
and horrible bloating. A veritable 
fart-machine, he swells rapidly as 
Beaver and Jonesy care for him. 
Right about the same time hundreds 
of forest creatures run past the cabin, 


fleeing whatever it is that presum- 
ably left red marks all over them 
And they aren’t running from the 
heavily-armed choppers passing 
overhead, either. 

By the time the weekend warriors 
discover their guest is playing host 
to an otherworldly parasite, the fan 
is already well covered in shit. 
Henry and Pete are stuck miles 
down the road after barely missing 
another wayward hunter with their 
truck, and there's the military, which 
is quarantining the forestand 
preparing a giant army ration of 
whup-ass. 

Morgan Freeman plays Colonel 
Abraham Kurtz, an unstable hard- 
ass with disturbingly huge eyebrows 
and a gun given to him by John 
Wayne. Tom Sizemore is his succes- 
sor-in-training, Captain Owen 
Underhill, who has to decide 
whether to trust his superior or his 
gut when it comes to dealing with 
uninvited visitors. 

Dreamcatcher has a terrifying, if 
derivative, set-up. Kasdan keeps the 
pace and tension swift, so King’s lib- 
eral “borrowing” from The Thing, 
Shivers, Invasion of the Body Snatchers, 
as well as his own The Dead Zone, 
Stand By Me, Creepshow, It, and The 
Shining works as a chilling pastiche. 

But the director is faced with the 
problem of adapting the average- 
sized King novel: what elements to 
include? Unless you’re working at a 
mini-series length, adapting King to 
the screen only works by cutting cer- 
tain elements to focus on others, as 
in Carrie, The Shining, or Misery. 





Otherwise, like in Dreamcatcher, 
you're planting too many seeds to 
see them all mature in a couple of 
hours. Among the many half-real- 
ized arbitrary Kingisms that Kasdan 
tries to organize are the gang’s rela- 
tionship to Duddits, Henry’s appar- 
ent suicidal tendencies, the symbol- 
ism of the dreamcatcher, and the 
scope of government involvement. 
To try to make up for this, the direc- 
tor crams ina bunch of B-movie 
monster thrills, which only render 





King’s rehashed yarn more thread- 
bare, old, tired.

MUCH LIKE A VIRUS, THE MATRIX 
is one of those phenomena deter- 
mined to invade every nook and 
cranny of pulp culture. To hype 
the next two installments of the 
popular sci-fi film right into the 
stratosphere, a succession of nine 
animated shorts are being released 
that expand on the techie mind- 
hump created by Andy and Larry 
Wachowski. 

According to the official Matrix 
homepage (www.whatisthema- 
trix.warnerbros.com), the brothers 
wanted to get back to the anime- 
style roots of film, so they enlisted 
seven of the biggest names in the 
industry from Japan, Korea, and 
the U.S. to direct nine shorts rang- 
ing in length from six to 16 min- 
utes. The Wachowskis wrote four 
of the shorts, but directed none of

them. 

The types of animation 
involved range from heavily styl- 
ized Japanime to CG realism. 
Among the big names involved 
are Square USA, the studio 
responsible for Final Fantasy: The 
Spirits Within; Peter Chung, who 
wrote and directed Aeon Flux; 
Cowboy Bebop creator Shinichiro 
Watanabe, and Yoshaki Kawajiri, 
writer-director of Wicked City, 
Ninja Scroll, and Vampire Hunter 
D: Bloodlust. 

To expand upon the Matrix 
mythology, the Web site explains, 
“Viewers will learn the origins of 
characters familiar from the 
Matrix films, learn of the genesis 
of the Matrix itself, as well as meet 
new characters in original stories 
inter-woven with the fabric of the 


Matrix feature films.” The story 
also spills over into comic books 
and a forthcoming videogame that

The image of the 
bedraggled teachers toting their 
blackboards like crosses up bare 
rock face seems in line with Beckett's 
foveal view of existence, to say noth- 
ing of the character whose agonizing

All this real-world relevance 
should make Blackboards seem like a 
political film, but it doesn’t. At bot- 
tom it's a movie about people trying 
to get by with every conceivable 
obstacle in their way and a chance to 
look them in the face. Even as a piece 
of fiction, it’s a more honest portrait 
of the impact of war than you'll ever 
see on CNN, or any major media 
outlet for that matter.

IF GUY RITCHIE DIRECTED A CROSS 
between Fiddler on the Roof and The 
Usual Suspects, the result might look 
something like The Burial Society. An 
intense, high quality mob/ mystery 
flick, filled with humour, poetic jus- 
tice, and truly suspenseful plot- 
twisting intrigue. This is not your 
typical, poignant Canadian film. It 
has a clean quality, while maintain- 
ing the depth and imagery of more 
inte llectually / artistically geared 
films. 

Sheldon Kasner (Rob Labelle) is a 
loan officer, mundane, stagnant, 
apathetic — totally ordinary, in fact, 
except for a few simple truths that 
come to light (despite everyone's 
best efforts to keep them hidden): 
first, he works for the mob; second, 
his company is a money laundering 
operation; and finally, despite all 
this, the banality of his lifeless exis- 
tence is. a fate worse than death. This 
epiphany leads him to the obvious 
conclusion that needs to seize the 
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day (or at least a couple million dol- 
lars) and hold on for dear life as he is 
tossed around by the realization of 
his plan and the consequences of his 
new life. 

To escape the mob Sheldon seeks 
protection among some untouch- 
ables, which, in this case, means hid- 
ing out with a 2000-year-old society 
of Jewish mystics, the Chevrah 

Kadisha (Burial Society), who have 
taken on the duty of preparing the 
dead for rebirth in the afterlife. It 
may not be the most glorious path to 
self-discovery, but it’s all part of the 
plan. 

However, although he escaped 
the life-sucking state of indifference, 
and is seeking restoration through 
his new-found connection with 
death, it’s the shadow of the spiritual 
death of greed and fear that threat- 
ens to obscure him completely as the 
mob closes in and his own depravity 
inadvertently endangers his new 
friends in the Burial Society. It is 
time to change the plan. Or so it 
seems, until it is revealed that a 
greater plan is at work. 

The reoccurring themes in this 
film of the influences / conflicts 
between the traditional Jewish and 
Christian gentile cultures, and the 
paradoxical accomplishment of the 
Divine Will through human frailty 
and rebellion are a pleasure to 
observe. 

Some fascinating comparisons are 
achieved by juxtaposing the liberty 
and exclusivity of the traditions of 
the synagogue with those of the ille- 
gal trade of the mafia. If the subject 
matter sounds a little disturbing, the 
cure is familiarity, as Sheldon points 
out when confronted with death, 
“I’m sure it’s nothing I haven’t seen 
before: I’m in finance.”

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Leaking information 
Practical pointers for pee problems 


AS ASEX COLUMNIST, | FIND PEOPLE I'VE JUST 
met often tell me things perfect strangers 
probably have no right knowing. Like 
“Maria,” who recently confided that she’s 
so afraid of losing control of her bladder 
that she no longer enjoys sex with her hus- 
band 

Now, | know some folks are into water 
sports (and I’m not talking white water raft- 
ing), but | think it’s safe to say most of us 
don't enjoy peeing during sex 
Unfortunately, for women like Maria who 
suffer from a condition known as “urge 
incontinence,” peeing is not optional. When 
she’s gotta go, she's really gotta go. 

“There are usually no warning signs,” 
says Kelli Berzuk a physiotherapist special- 
izing in incontinence and pelvic pain and 
author of / Laughed So Hard | Peed My 
Pants: A Women’s Essential Guide for 
Improved Bladder Control (available 
through www. ilaughedsohard.com) 
“Women suffering from urgency feel an 
intense pressure and a need to void imme- 
diately. This can happen anywhere and at 
any time.” 

Which can be a tad embarrassing 

But that’s the problem, say Berzuk 
Despite the fact that it’s estimated that half 
the female population will at some point 
experience some form of incontinence 
(according to the Mayo Clinic), leaky biad- 
ders aren't exactly considered appropriate 
cocktail party discussion material. And not

There is, however, plenty that we gals 
can do before things get really bad 

First step: Admit you have a problem 

“Many women don't have a clue that 
they qualify as being incontinent,” says 
Berzuk. “If we learn to look for warning 
signs, we can do something about it.” 

Like ease up on the Diet Coke 

“Caffeine, artificial sweeteners and car- 
bonated beverages can irritate the bladder 
lining, and over time, cause urgency 
explains Berzuk. Smoking and alcohol can 
also contribute to bladder dysfunction and 
incontinence, whether that’s leaking when 
you sneeze or laugh, or having to go to the 
bathroom a zillion times a day 

But be warned: holding off on liquids so 
you won't have to go as often may actually 
worsen the problem 

Besides, holding your pee too long 
stresses out your bladder. Having said that, 
going too often — more than, say eight or 
nine times a day — could signal an already 
irritated bladder. A woman with a healthy 


bladder should pee between five and nine 
times in a day and up to one time at night, 
says Berzuk 

And while you may pride yourself on — 
your balancing skills as you hover precari- 
ously over a less-than-pristine public toilet 
seat, your bladder is literally bearing the 
brunt 

“Healthy bladder function is all about the 
relationship between the pelvic floor muscle 
and the bladder muscle," explains Berzuk. 
“When you relax your pelvic floor muscle, it 
sends a message to your bladder muscle to 
contract and empty. If you're hovering, your 
legs are contracting and your abdomen Is 
contracting, so the pelvic floor muscle isn't 
relaxed and you're pushing the urine out 

“Voiding should be a passive event, it 
should never be forced.” 

| can see the t-shirt now. 

So, next time, cover the seat with toilet 
paper if you must. 

You also wanna whip those pelvic mus- 
cles into shape through Kegel exercises 
(squeezing like you're stopping the flow of 
urine). Just make sure you're doing them 
right. Berzuk says at least one major study 
showed that over half of women do their 
Kegels incorrectly. “Some women actually 
worsen incontinence problems by bearing 
down rather than pulling the muscle up and 
in,” she says 

Strong pelvic floor muscles can also help 
stop pee leakage during sex. (FYI, female 
ejaculation and urine loss are two different 
things, so make sure you're not thinking 
you've peed the bed when you've actually 
just enjoyed a healthy G-spot orgasm. The 
main clue: pee is yellow and can smell, 
while ejaculate is clear and odourless.)
